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INTRODUCTION 


THE two sets of Obedientiary Rolls which were published by the 
Society in 1938! were at that time the only accounts of St. Augu- 
stine’s Abbey, Bristol, known to have survived. As was emphasised 
in the introduction to that volume, they are remarkable and 
important because, of all the thousands of accounts of particular 
obedientiaries of various abbeys that still exist, no complete set of 
accounts for any one abbey in any one year is known except these 
from Bristol. Only at St. Augustine’s, apparently, were the indi- 
vidual accounts of the Canons in charge of the various departments 
of the abbey’s business brought together at the end of the financial 
year, fastened together with thongs of parchment, provided with a 
cover sewn to the foot of one of the longer membranes, rolled up and 
tied, inscribed on the cover with the year and description, and so 
stored in the Treasurer’s office. Elsewhere—at least in the limited 
number of great abbeys that we know about—the obedientiaries 
seem to have retained all their records in their own offices. 

In 1952 more documents from St. Augustine’s came to light. Col. 
W. Chester-Master deposited with the Gloucestershire Records 
Office two more Obedientiary Rolls, for 1503-4 and 1506-7,2 two 
Court Rolls of various Abbey manors for 1524-5, and two others, 
constructed on the same principle as the Obedientiary Rolls but 
consisting of the accounts of the principal Abbey manors for 1491-2 
and 1406-7. It is these last that are here published. Obedientiary 
and Manorial Computa are complementary, and the extraordinarily 
fortunate chance that has preserved a set of each for the same year, 
1491-2, will make it possible, for the first time since the Reforma- 
tion, to audit the accounts of an English abbey. 

That task I have not attempted here. It seemed more useful to 
future students to use the limited number of pages available to 
print as many other records as possible of the manors, with a brief 
note about each; these, it is hoped, will not only fill in the back- 
ground for students of monastic economy but will also serve as a

quarry in which local historians may dig to advantage. With these 
ideas in mind, I gladly seized upon the further discovery, in some 
boxes deposited in the University of Bristol Library, of various 
earlier records of the manor of Lygh (now Abbotsleigh) ; as several 
of these are translations made ninety years ago, which have to be 
translated back again before they can be properly interpreted, they 
would not have been suitable for separate publication, but the in- 
formation they contain illuminates the economic history of the 
Abbey and one of its most important manors. I have therefore 
written my introduction around the manor of Lygh. 

This would not have been necessary had some scholar done for 
a manor in the Bristol region what Dr. W. G. Hoskins has done for 
Wigston, near Leicester, in his book The Midland Peasant. This 
volume explains and illustrates the working of a manor far better 
than the generalised accounts in the textbooks, but there were many 
differences between the East Midlands and the region around Bristol ; 
we need a study of a South Gloucestershire or North Somerset 
manor or two to point the contrasts. Monastic estate management, 
too, has had little attention since Mr. R. H. Snape wrote his English 
Monastic Finances in the Later Middle Ages, published in 1926; 
yet he himself made it clear in the preface that there was a lot more 
he would have wished to do before publishing the essay had he been 
‘able. 


The possessions of a monastery were shared out among the various 
obediences, each in charge of a brother, each responsible for serving 
a particular portion of the convent’s needs: the Sacrist’s office 
used its endowments to care for the furnishings of the church and 
provide the things necessary for services, the Vestiar clothed the 
_ brethren, the Cellerar saw to bread and ale, the Chamberlain visited 
the manors and held the Courts and Views of Frankpledge in each. 
The Treasurer, whose office had commonly been established in the 
fourteenth century,! seems to have administered the balance of the 
revenues, that is, whatever had not been allotted to one of the older 
offices; like the other obedientiaries, he had to provide for certain 
requirements of the convent, but as his list included such items as 
Legal Expenses, the cost of Royal and Episcopal visits, and the 
payment of taxes the demands on him varied greatly from year to 
year, whereas the income and expenditure of the ordinary obe- 
dientiary fluctuated hardly at all.

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Gifts of land or rents might be, and were, given by laymen to a 
special object in a monastery, such as the provision of a feast for 
the brethren, the maintenance of a light before a particular altar, 
the building fund, the feeding of the poor. Consequently, whatever 
the original distribution of the monastic property among the obed- 
iences may have been, it was quite usual for portions of the profits 
of a manor to belong to different offices: thus, in the Portbury 
account one rent is paid to the Precentor, another and the tithe of 
flax (for spiritual and temporal income, though distinguishable in 
these manorial accounts, is administered all together) to the Hostil- 
lar, {5 from the parsonage to the Almoner, the remaining tithes and 
rents to the Treasurer. This last item is recorded by the Treasurer as 
“£9 14s. 63d. from the Collector of Rent at Portbury”’, which is 
misleading, for the Collector’s account shows that this was made up 
of five distinct portions of tithe amounting to half the total, only 
the other half being from rents. On the other hand, the Treasurer 
notes the payment of procurations to the Archdeacon of Bath for 
Portbury, which therefore does not appear in the manor account; 
but in other cases such payments were made by the manorial offi- 
cers and left no trace in the obedientiary accounts. 

It is apparent, then, that the two sets of accounts, Obedientiary 
and Manorial, are essential to the unravelling of this curiously 
woven entanglement; more, that without an index to each only an 
official of long experience in the system could have been even mode- 
rately hopeful of not missing some items had he attempted some- 
thing in the nature of a balance sheet. For this reason it seemed 
more important in this volume to give time and space to the index 
than to attempt an elaborate series of cross-references (which would 
inevitably fall short of perfection) to Volume [X. 

One simple warning may be needed. An entry in terms of money 
i these accounts does not necessarily mean that any cash trans- 
action was involved. For instance, ‘Sale of Stock” is a regular 
item on the credit side, but it is invariably cancelled by a ‘‘payment’’ 
to the Seneschal of the Lord Abbot’s hospice: this is just a way of 
noting that payments in kind had been made as well as contribu- 
tions in cash. (In the example given they were usually hens and 
eggs which were part of the customary tenants’ rents, and it was to 
the Collector of Rent’s advantage to see that they were collected 
at Michaelmas, since they made a valuable addition to the Audit 
Feast in which he and his fellows participated). 
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I. THE MANorR OF ABBOTSLEIGH 


The manor of Lygh, now known as Abbotsleigh, lies near the south 
bank of the river Avon a couple of miles west of Bristol; its well- 
known woods clothe the Somerset side of the Avon gorge, their 
foliage contrasting with the almost bare limestone of the Downs. 
The village lies three hundred feet above sea-level along a ridge 
between two small streams that flow north-east into the Avon, and 
at right-angles to the Bristol—Portishead road. The site is open to 
west and north-west but sheltered by somewhat higher ground, with 
a good deal of woodland on it even to-day, from south-west round 
to east. Thus it had higher limestone lands fit for sheep and in part 
for arable, rich lower ground towards the north-west where the 
Old Red Sandstone and the later marls give greater depth and 
warmth to the soil, a fine extent of woodland for timber, firewood and 
pannage, and its own quarries, not of the finest building stone but 
good enough for local use. Its neighbour Portbury, two miles to 
the north-west, was equally well situated and endowed, and became 
a favourite residence of the Berkeleys; our abbots were fortunate 
indeed to have such an estate so handy, and even their own ferry 
at Rownham to reach it by. 

Lygh was one of the original Abbey estates, given to it by Robert 
fitz Harding, the founder, before the end of the civil war with Ste- 
phen; at the time of Domesday it had been a member of Bishop 
Geoffrey of Coutances’ extensive manor of Bedminster, and its 
church continued to be ruled by the parson at Bedminster, who 
was a prebendary of Salisbury. The churches (i.e. rectories) of 
Portbury, Clevedon and Tickenham were all given to the Abbey 
in early days: Portbury by fitz Harding himself along with certain 
lands in Portbury and Hamme (now Ham Green) for which he gave 
Richard de Moreville 35 marks of silver ‘quando villa Portburie 
partita est inter me et Robertum filium Hardingi”’, as Richard’s 
charter has it ;1 Eudo de Moreville and others added lands at Wraxall 
and Radford.? As will be seen from what follows, these outlying 
properties were turned into tithings of Lygh for manorial purposes, 
but a rent in Portbury might appear at one period in the Lygh 
account, at another in that of Portbury. 


II. THE MANOR AT THE END OF THE FOURTEENTH CENTURY 
The computa for 1386-7 and 1387-8 show the manor in the pro- 
cess of adapting itself to changing conditions. The accounts are

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those of the Reeve, not as later of a Firmar and a Collector of Rent; 
everything is still being done directly for, and under the guidance of, 
the Abbey. But the first sign of things to come is here in the large 
proportion of ‘Opera Arentata’”’, tenants’ (as they will soon be 
called) manual labour services commuted for money payments 
totalling £11 18s. 24d.; at the rate of 12s. 24d., the value of a virgate- 
holder’s services in the Gloucester Abbey accounts of 1265-6,! 
this would represent the greater part of the services owed by twenty 
tenants (or, more accurately, tenures). However, holdings and 
services vary, and this very account names at least thirty-two 
tenants holding from half a virgate down to a farundell each; 
all of these would contribute something to the total, though not 
always in cash, for some ninety-three works are still being performed 
by the holders of 8 semivirgates, g lunends and 4 coterells. We 
shall be safe enough in saying that the manor contained at least 
forty households at this time, the basic holding being a half-virgate 
rather than a virgate. 

The demesne farm in these years is producing from 20 to 40 
quarters of wheat, much the same quantity of barley, around 30 
quarters of oats, and some 54 quarters of beans (evidently a specia- 
lity of Portbury, for it contributes 16 and 11 quarters for consump- 
tion at Lygh in the two years). 1386-7 must have had a wet summer, 
for crop-yields were even lower than usual and there were serious loss- 
es of all kinds of stock in the following winter from “murrain’’: 36 
acres sown with 9 quarters of wheat only yielded 19 qu. 1 bu., 
as compared with 30 acres (74 qu. seed) and 35 quarters in the fol- 
lowing year; barley yields just over twofold and threefold, oats 
are less than threefold in both years, but beans are quite different— 
nearly fourfold in 1386-7 but less than threefold next year. 

Much of this produce is consumed on the manor, especially in 
the earlier year when the Abbot was resident on the estate for a 
considerable time (unspecified, but his ‘‘palfridarius’”’ and assistant 
“garcio” got rations for six weeks while there with his horses). 
The Abbey Cellerar received a mere two quarters of wheat in 1386-7 
as compared with 124 of wheat, 14 of barley and ro of oats the year 
after. But this does not mean that the Abbey was going short, for 
6qu. 6bu. of wheat, 24 of barley and 4 of oats were sold off the 
manor in 1386-7; had the Abbey been in need of them they would 
have been handed over and differently recorded. (What false deduc- 
tions might have been rashly made had only the first account

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survived: the abbot spending a long vacation at his country house 
taken as a regular proceeding. the poor yields reckoned as normal— 
for the murrain does not show in the accounts until after Michaelmas 
1387—and so on.) 

The field-system is difficult to follow; we have the names of too 
many grounds, most of which seem to be only parts of the original 
fields. Probably the furlong is already becoming an independent 
cropping unit, as Dr. Hoskins found at Wigston:! this process 
would have been accelerated by, if it was not the result of, the 
depopulation following the Black Death: for some time it must have 
been impossible (and unnecessary) to cultivate the whole of the old 
open fields. Thus Slymcroft appears under the heading of pasture, 
but only produces 5s. instead of 8s. because part is sown with oats; 
Herbardeslade yields nothing as pasture because sown with oats; 
while in the following year neither yields anything as pasture be- 
cause they are in the common field. Moreover 8 acres on the east 
side of Slymcroft, near the close called Neweclose, had been let by 
copy as a parcel of land for 4s. in 1383-4, and this rent was new 
since the rental of 1358-9. Similarly pasture in the uncultivated 
land of Littlegrene and Horswellhulle is only worth 3s. in 1386-7 
instead of 5s. “because part sown’; next year “nothing because 
sown’’; but 8 acres in Horswellhulle, apart from the part sown with 
oats for the lord and the part let as pasture, were in 1386-7 let “for 
sowing’, but next year were returned to the common field and 
produced ‘‘nothing because sown.’* The only name ending in 
“‘field’’ is Otfeld—‘‘nothing for sale of pasture in Otfeld because in 
common ; it used to be sold for 8s.” is the 1386-7 entry, when it was 
evidently being fallowed before the next year’s wheat. The distri- 
bution is as follows:

Probably Verlegh, Mulnhulle, Slymcroft and Herbardeslade! are 
the second original field, for they are all fallowed in 1387-8 before 
the winter wheat; Littlegrene; La Worthie and Horswellhulle will 
certainly need fallowing in 1388-9, and may be guessed to constitute 
the third field. If so, one of these groups should represent the 
“Campus voc’ Farlegh”, for William Russell and Julia his wife 
hold two acres of demesne land there and two in “Campo voc’ 
Otfeld’”’ by copy for life at 12d. Such a lease, lacking any provision 
in the third field,2 shows the disruption of the old system. But 
only the recovery of the plan of the fields or the discovery of a whole 
series of accounts could make these suggestions more than guesses; 
the partial cultivation bedevils reconstruction. 

The main business of the demesne estate, however, seems to have 
been stock-raising: cattle, pigs and birds for meat, sheep for wool. 
The Abbey Kitchener takes most of the excess, though a few are 
sold. After the murrain the stock is rapidly built up again in 1388 ; 
the sheep partly by purchase, though two wethers and forty-two 
ewes are brought from the Rouberwe flock on Mendip ; the additional 
cattle and young pigs all come from the Abbey manors of Poulet 
(now Pawlett, by the mouth of the Parrett),? Horefeld, Rouberwe, 
and ‘‘Almound’’.4 Evidently Lygh was used as a centre, the home 
farm to which the other estates were in some respects subsidiary : 
when the building-up had been completed spare cattle were sent to 
‘“‘Almound” (1 ox, 7 bullocks, 5 young bullocks) and spare sheep to 
Horefeld (2 wethers and 12 ewes) ; we have also the pleasing picture 
of the Abbot making a present to the Prior of one pig. The basic 
animal population of the demesne farm at Lygh may be judged 
from the figures for Michaelmas 1386 and Michaelmas 1388 (the 
latter given in brackets) : 

I(r) bull, 18(20) oxen, 6(7) cows, 6(3) bullocks, 3(2) yearlings ; 
4(52) wethers, 24(63) ewes, 61(22) hogasters; 20(37) pigs, 20(II) 
young pigs, 10(27) piglets ; 14(8) geese, 18(30) ducks, 32(44) capons, 
103(r09) cocks and hens.

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The winter stock of hay at the same dates was 24 and 26 loads; 
24 loads were consumed in wintering the stock in the murrain 
winter. 

The large extent of woodland in the manor provided a modest 
revenue; three woodmen were maintained and supplied with 
‘“‘wodehokes’”’, evidently for cutting the underwood and thorns 
which supplied the manor-house with firing as well as the abbey 
(to which it was carried by boat up the Avon), while the surplus 
was sold. Timber does not seem to come within the woodmen’s 
province; in 1386-7 outsiders were brought in to do a day’s felling 
to provide the timber required for the Dormitory (was this planning 
ahead, or did our ancestors use unseasoned timber? ).1 

The windmill has been let by copy to Robert Devenysshe since 
1382-3 at 13s. 4d., but the mill at Radford is only described as a 
“tenement” in this and the other pre-1492 accounts, though the 
proper rent of 1 lb of cummin is being paid to Theobald Gorges 
of Wraxall. Yet the original gift of the de Morevilles in the twelfth 
century specifically included ‘‘molendinum de Radeford” (Red 
Book ff. 107-8), and.from 1492 onwards it was certainly functioning 
as a water-mill. This is the only reference I have so far found to a 
windmill. Whatever the exact situation was, no longer does any 
tollcorn reach the account, though the heading remains. 

The dovecot is entered as producing 6s. 8d. yearly, but in 1386-7 
there is an additional entry translated as “for the issues of the dove- 
cots as for 208 doves by two tallies 4s. 4d.” ; two bushels of barley 
had been expended that year on maintaining the young doves in 
winter. In the same year the sheep produced 84 fleeces, 44 from we- 
thers and 40 from ewes; the 78 handed over to the Treasurers 
weighed 77 Ib. ; next year the strengthened flock produced 86 for the 
Treasurers, weighing 44 stone of 16 lb., and there were 24 more in 
stock. There is no suggestion anywhere of private flocks belonging 
to the Abbot. 

Eleven cottages are “‘vacant and in decay’’, seven of them having 
last been occupied by women, probably widows, but otherwise there 
is not a great deal of vacant property; there is no mention of vil- 
leins having left the manor. Four other cottages are let free to

one virgate (i.e. some 30 acres in the arable fields with a share of 
meadow and rights of pasture) had been half given to various te- 
nants and half to William at Lane for doing the works of 14 virgates, 
thus producing 3s. 4d. less than it should have done; a half-virgate 
was let for 17s. instead of £1; another was losing 11s. 24d. because 
its two acres of meadow and six of its arable had been let for life 
at r1s. while the rest was vacant: and 8s. 7d. was being lost on one 
farundel and the works of one farundel. Not a very long catalogue 
in the circumstances of the time, even when we add that no suc- 
cessor can be found for John the Ferryman of Keterenpull’, who 
used to pay 13s. for his ferry (and no doubt a cottage and a bit of 
land).1 The rental on which these figures were based had been 
remade twenty-nine years earlier, within a decade of the first great 
onset of plague; it would be against all the evidence from elsewhere 
to suggest that the Abbey had “‘cut its losses’’ in any way at such a 
date ; more probably it had insisted on a meticulous record of every 
holding, however small, and its full pre-1349 rents and works. 

The reeve who presented these accounts, Richard Gorwy, was 
also reeve of Portbury, and it is plain from various details that the 
two estates were worked closely together; along with him nine 
“famuli’”’ received allowances in kind: 4 ploughmen, a ‘‘messor’’, 
a shepherd, a pigman, a dairyman and a “‘herciator’’ or harrower, 
who was paid by Portbury (perhaps in connection with its large 
beanfields).2 

The picture of the late fourteenth century manor could be rounded 
out with many other interesting details from these accounts, but 
there is space here for only one or two points of interest to Abbey 
history. A good deal of work was being done at the manor house, 
the original of Leigh Court, and in this connection we get the first 
mention of an Abbey mason: Master Nicholas the Mason, who got 
2s. for coming over to advise and consumed three fowls, must be 
Master Nicholas Waleys, mason, who died in 1403 and was to be 
buried in the Abbey church beside his wife Margery, who had died. 
in 1395. Each of them seems to have been fairly well-to-do, and 
included in their legacies are 2s. to the ‘‘Belryngers Monasterii 
predicti ad pulsand’ campanas pro anima mea.’’8

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When discussing the office of Treasurer,! we stated that ‘‘no 
traces of this arrangement (the regulations for administering the 
Abbey finances made in 1374) are to be found in the present ac- 
counts”’ (i.e. those of 1491-2 and 1511-12). It is interesting to find 
in 1386-7, a dozen years after the enactment of the regulations, two 
Treasurers receiving the proceeds of this manor just as had been 
laid down: “‘Paid to the lord John Daubeneye (the Prior) and the 
lord John Stamy (otherwise unknown) the Treasurers by four 
tallies .. .{20’’. Next year John Stamy has been replaced by ‘‘the 
other Treasurer’’, but otherwise the entry is identical. It was some- 
where between this and our next surviving account, that of 1428-9, 
that the two became one, for there we have simply “John Keynes- 
ham, Treasurer of the Abbey’’; a few lines later John Keynesham 
is called “the Lord’s Receiver.’’ And in the Portbury Compotus 
for 1430-31 the year’s profit is paid “ad Receptam Commune 
abbatie vt ad manus domini Walteri abbatis’’, although John 
Keynesham is still active as Cellerar.? 


III. CHANGES DURING THE FIFTEENTH CENTURY 

By 1428-9 the account has taken the form which it retained, 
certainly till 1511-12, probably till the Dissolution. It is now pro- 
duced jointly by Walter Baker, Firmar of demesne, and John 
Selcok, Collector of Rent, and consequently the detailed working 
of the demesne farm has disappeared, though many of the old 
headings remain. The interest of the account for our purposes is 
in the extent to which it differs. 

Prosperity is certainly returning; rents have risen from {16 to 
nearly £25 (almost the identical figure found in 1492). The firmar 
gets the use or leasing of all the demesne lands, all the works due 
to be performed on them, and also all the moneys due from com- 
muted works (the very considerable sum of £12 is not likely to have 
been reduced in the interval). In return he appears to hand over 
16 qu. of wheat, 94 of barley, and 7 qu. 1 bu. of oats, valued at 
£11 16s. ; but when we come to the “Super” at the end of the account 
we find that he has not paid a penny or an ounce of it, and, very 
surprisingly to a modern accountant, is still being allowed to owe 
£12 11s. 4d. for his grain ferm from four years previously. Whether 
he was really paying in cash or in grain, it would seem at first sight 
a bad bargain for the Abbot and Convent. But our accountants 
were in the habit of concluding with a valuation for the year (a

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figure arrived at in some way I have not succeeded in deducing, 
though my own calculations produce answers quite near theirs) ; for 
1386-7 this is £36 13s. 9d., for 1387-8 {£42 Ios., and for 1428-9 
£44 14s. 8d. Evidently their system worked well enough to satisfy 
them. 

The chief items making up this total, besides the rents, were: 
£9 6s. 8d. for two sacks of wool, less two “‘wightes’, and £4 16s. 
from the sale of 64 wether kebbars at 18d. a head; both these sums 
were paid over to the Treasurer by the Firmar, so we see that Walter 
Baker is managing this side of the business for the Abbey as part of 
his contract. But this is by no means all. The following figures 
appear on both sides of the account, thus cancelling out, but the 
Abbey gets all the produce mentioned, and it is all handed over by 
the Firmar: 

to Richard Littulton’, Cellerar of the lord’s hospice! within the 

abbey: 4 qu. wheat valued at 40s., 10 qu. oats (26s. 8d.) ; 
to John Parsons, Custos of the lord’s hospice at “Lyegh’’: 9 qu. 
3 bu. barley (56s. 3d.), 2 qu. 7 bu. oats (7s. 8d.); : 

to Thomas Sutton,? Kitchener of the lord’s hospice within the 
abbey: 12 ducks and 12 capons at 3d. each, 56 fowls at 2d. 
each, and 149 hens’ eggs at twenty a penny; 

which adds up to the not inconsiderable total of £7 6s. 7d. 

One other item is the “‘perquisites” of the court, which are still 
kept in the manor account, though by 1492 they were invariably 
handed over intact to the Chamberlain; both in 1386-88 and here 
only the odd heriot or its value is paid over. 


So the Abbey still has a home farm at Lygh, but instead of fre- 
quent visits by the Chamberlain to supervise the reeve’s management

capacities as obedientiaries of the Convent. John Parsons, one assumes, 
would be steward of the manor-house at Lygh, and this entry does suggest 
that Lygh was being used by the abbot as a country residence—perhaps 
‘‘mid-week cottage’’ would suggest a more accurate idea. But John Gillyng- 
ham, Custos hospicij domini in the Portbury 1430-31 account, is carefully 
distinguished from John Keynesham the Cellerar and must be the head of 
the Abbot’s household.

The post of Kitchener 
was normally held by one of the younger Canons. 
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we now have a resident lessee, who really acts as bailiff and shares 
in the increased profits. Will such changes eventually bring about 
a situation in which ‘‘every source of income was transferred to the 
hands of some outsider and the monks simply subsided into the 
position of men receiving rents’’?1 

Before we turn to the 1491-2 account we must notice the (original) 
Portbury account for 1430-31.? ‘‘Portbury”’ is a short title, for under 
this heading are administered all the Abbey’s possessions, temporal 
and spiritual, in Portbury, Clevedon and Tickenham: {9 4s. 4d. 
in rents, {40 5s. 8d. of wheat, barley and pease in kind, {5 18s. 8d. 
from sheaf tithes farmed out for cash and {1 14s. worth of tithes of 
stock in kind. John Scarlet, Collector of Rents, values the whole at 
£56 1s. $d. this year, his principal expense being a charge on the 
property: ‘‘Custodi passagij apud Crokkernepul pro labore suo in 
cariant’ dominum de Berkeley cum domina sua et eorum famulis 
et seruientibus vltra aquam ibidem in eorum accessu tociens quo- 
ciens contingat eos aut eorum aliquem illuc evenire que ad onus 
domini abbatis spectat per annum ... xx.s.”’; which, besides being 
perhaps the first mention of Pill Ferry, reminds us that one reason 
for the Abbot’s use of the manor-house at Lygh was undoubtedly 
the fondness of his Berkeley patrons for residing on their estate at 
Portbury. 

John Scarlet makes no allowance for his own salary; he had been 
preceded in office by John Selcok, and evidently the 13s. 4d. paid to 
the latter as ‘“‘Messor and Collector of Rents” of Lygh in 1428-9 
covers the Portbury duties as well. The Court Roll of 1461 shows 
the suitors presenting three “‘possibles” for the post of Reeve and 
Collector of Rent “‘vnde Dominus elegit Thomam Alderman in 
officium Collectoris redditus’—the phrasing shows that the title of 
reeve is now less accurate than that of collector of rent. All the 
tenants of these estates come under the manor court of Lygh: 
in the Court Rolls we find tithingmen chosen for the tithings of 
Lygh, Tikenham, Clyuedon’, Portebury and Hamme, but only one 
“Constabularius domini Regis’’ is elected to cope with all five. 
The rentals are likewise renewed on the same day each time, as may 
be seen from the I491I-2 and 1496-7 accounts. 


IV. THE PERIOD OF THE ACCOUNTS 


In 1491-2 and 1496-7 the Firmar of Lygh pays 20 qu. each of 
wheat, barley and oats, valued at {11 6s. 8d.: the Abbey is getting

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considerably more grain than in 1428-9 for a very similar valuation. 
But there is now no additional supply of grain to the Cellerar nor 
any mention of the Abbot’s hospice at Lygh; only 52 hens and 161 
eggs are handed over to the Seneschal of the Lord Abbot’s hospice. 
The arrangement of offices is slightly different : John Bye as Collector 
of Rent now gets only 6s. 8d. yearly, while John Lupeyate is Messor 
and Woodward and is paid by the Chamberlain, from whose account 
we learn that he got 26s. 8d.1 The Chamberlain’s account also says 
(in all the years from 1491 to 1511) that he did not pay the Reeve 
of Lygh for the washing and shearing of the lord’s sheep ‘‘causa 
patet in Compoto Manerij de Lygh hoc anno’’; this is where the 
investigator becomes suspicious, for the Manor Account says cheer- 
fully ““Custus bidencium Nulla. quia per Camerarium prout patet in 
Compoto suo etc.”’, and under stock likewise has all the old headings 
about ewes and hoggasters and wool and against them just ‘‘Nulla’”’. 

We were almost certain that the Abbot had taken over the Abbey’s 
sheep-farming when we edited the Obedientiary Rolls ;2 this seeming- 
ly deliberate confusion between the accounts of Manor and Chamber- 
lain is evidence enough of some arrangement having been made— 
perhaps with the object of deceiving the government officials? 
And there is more: tucked away at the end of each account we find 
the {11 6s. 8d. worth of grain paid by the Firmar described as 
“liberatorum domino abbati in parte certi sui annui, eo quod 
liberauit (Computator) ...Cellerario.’”” There were 20 qu. each of 
wheat, barley and oats according to the account, but when we check 
up with the Cellerar’s figures we only find 20 qu. of wheat credited; 
under “Ordeum”’ there is a clear denial ‘‘Firmarii de lygh. nichil’, 
while under “Avene” the manor is not even mentioned.? What 
seems to be happening is that the Abbot is claiming the whole ferm 
as part of his allowance, but hands over the wheat to the Convent 
as part of some bargain he has made with them; the sheep may have 
come into the same deal. All this goes to show that monastic accounts 
require a lot more study before conclusions can safely be drawn from 
them; only too often the incompleteness of those that survive has 
failed to prevent rash deductions by those who have taken them at 
their face value. 

Portbury produces very similar figures to those of sixty years 
earlier : rents are some 20s. up, sale of grain tithes 23s. 4d. down, the 
firmars of tithes have taken over the tithes of stock; the value of

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wheat, barley and oats received from the three parsonages at this 
year’s prices Is {44 gs. 4d., an advance of £4 3s. 8d.; there are also 
an odd ios. from some tithe hay at Tickenham and a new item, 
flax tithe, which is sold for 2s. but has been ros. at some time in 
the past. Thus the total value is some {65 as against the £56 of the 
earlier account.! John Lupeyate, the Collector of Rent, only claims 
3s. salary but, as we saw above, is also Messor and Woodward of 
Lygh. Lygh, at £35 8s. 9d. instead of £44 14s. 8d., is also worth 
more, for we may assume that the Abbot is making at least as much 
as the {14 2s. 8d. included in the earlier figure from sales of wool and 
sheep. Whether the Firmar now manages the flock on his behalf 
we cannot tell. 


There are only four sources of revenue in these later Lygh ac- 
counts: rents via the Collector, perquisites of the half-yearly courts 
handed over to the Chamberlain, the hens and eggs (really rents, 
and later described as “‘redditus mobiles’’) passed to the Seneschal 
of the Abbot’s hospice, and the firmar’s ferm, paid in grain to Cel- 
lerar and Abbot. The baldness of such accounts compared with 
those of earlier times must not, however, be construed as reflecting 
a lack of interest on the part of the canons; it is just that a different 
technique is being employed, by which the details after which we 
hanker are entered instead in the “papers” and “‘books of particu- 
lars” to which these accounts so often refer—but which, alas, so 
seldom survive. 

We know indeed that the link with Lygh still held, as human nat- 
ure would expect; when in 1535 “maister doctor Leyton... lefte 
at his gentill departyng .. . certayne Iniunctions Somwhatt hardde 
and straytte to be observyd and kepte’’, which of them did Abbot 
Burton feel so strongly about that he ventured to write to ‘““Ryght 
honorable Mr. Secretary Principall visitor under the Kinges moost 
Riall maiestie’’ (Cromwell, of course) to ask for them to be overruled? 
First he asked permission for himself and ‘‘my officer’ chamberer 
to goo and to ryde to see good order custome and maner to be kepte 
withyn the lordeshyppes of the sayd monasterye at times conuenyent 
for the proffyttes of the same’”’; second for leave for himself “‘sume 
tymes to walke to my maner place nyghe to bristow for the com- 
fortable helthe of my bodye And for the savynge of expensys’”’ ; 
thirdly for leave to walk in the Green and Canons’ Marsh; fourthly 
for ‘‘power to geve to theym (my brethren) licence some tymes to

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walke iij or iiij to gether the Iunyors with the senyors (Refraynyng 
the towne) abowte the hilles and fildes to recreatt theyre myndes 
and to laxe theyre veynes’’; and finally for leave to employ ‘‘som 
poore honest woman to kepe us (yeff any pestyfer plage or distresse 
of syckenes do fall amonggst us).’’! 

“My maner place nyghe to bristow’’ must be Lygh, though we 
learn from Poulet that six weeks before the date of this letter manor 
house and lands had been leased for three lives ; look again, however, 
and the lessee turns out to be the bailiff. A letter like this is a rarity, 
but every chance survival of the sort points to monks and canons 
living a life no more cut off from that of their neighbours than that 
of the varied inhabitants of a modern country boarding school: 
the teaching staff are as glad as the pupils to make other contacts 
when they can get out, the bursar and his domestic staff are in 
constant touch with the local residents, and it may well be that the 
school is also the landlord of estates both near and distant. We 
wax scornful about those local enthusiasts who have so often pro- 
pagated fictions about monks living away from their monasteries, 
inventing chapels and granges to account for every remnant of 
non-rectangular window in their district, but if in rebutting such 
nonsense we imply that the average monk of the middle ages was 
remote from the world outside his monastery walls we shall be more 
culpably unhistorical than they. It was master doctor Layton who 
wanted to confine the religious, to cut them off from the sympathy 
of their neighbours before proceeding to their extermination. 


V. AFTER THE SURRENDER 


The account of John Colyns, Bailiff, and Richard Ewance, Reeve, 
for the first full year of the administration of Richard Poulet, 
armiger, Receiver of the lord King’s Court of Augmentations of the 
Revenues of the Crown in the County of Gloucester (and elsewhere), 
at first sight seems to show a remarkable increase in the total of 
rents in the manor of Lygh: {51 16s. 94d. as against £34 2s. 1d. in 
1491-2. Fortunately, however, enough details are given for exami- 
nation to show what has really happened. The temporal property 
in Portbury, Tickenham and Clevedon has been transferred from 
the Portbury account to that of Lygh, the three rectories (that is, 
the great tithes of the three parishes) having been leased en bloc to 
Robert Manning of Hampton Court from Lady Day 1540 for 21 
years. Deducting these additions, we find that the Lygh rental is

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much as before; the slight rise is only a continuation of that notice- 
able between 1492 and 1512, which was of the order of five per cent.! 
John Colyns, bailiff from 1538 and probably earlier, was managing 
most of the estate in one capacity or another in the last years of the 
Abbey: in July 1535 he took (or renewed) the ferm of the manor- 
house (mansio cum coopertura tegulorum) and demesne for the lives 
of himself, his wife Alice and daughter Elena at {10 per annum ; 
in October 1537 he leased for 60 years at {x per annum the Shepe- 
house, Shepehouseclose, and common of pasture for 500 sheep in 
the common pasture and commonable places of the manor; just a 
year later he was given a grant for life of the office of Bailiff, to be 
exercised by himself or a sufficient deputy, with an annual fee of 
£1 6s. 8d. One Robert Philippes had a sixty year lease from March 
1535 of the pastures called Hengrove and Wolcombe at ros. each, 
and John Minor is described as a firmar, though there is no mention 
of a lease, for his holding of a house and a farendel of land at gs. 6d. 
yearly. Hens and eggs from the customary tenants have hardly 
decreased—51 and 150 as against 52 and 161 fifty years earlier. 
The manor of Lygh is running much as before, and a summary rental 
of the latter part of the sixteenth century, after it had been given to 
the Bishop, taken from him again, and finished up in the hands of 
the Norton family, shows no significant change either. As it gives. 
us the actual number of holdings it is worth summarising here: 


Rents payable quarterly 49 (1 of Ios., 1 of 

6s. 11d. down to 2 of 3d. and 2 of 2d.) 

and a chief rent of 13s. at Fayland £25 7s. 8d. p. ann. 
Rents payable half-yearly 8 (from 6s. 8d.

Thus 68 holdings and a chief rent produce {£29 Igs. rid. p. ann.

oe the market in land or (on the whole) embarrassing their children’s 

ortunes. 
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There is no mention of Radford Mill in the abbreviated Norton 
document, though in 1540-41 one John Tentera was paying 17s. 
for a house, the water-mill, and a virgate of land. Neither document 
has a word to say about the woodland, which must have continued 
to show a profit from the sale of firewood; the sixteen boatloads 
yearly which supplied all the Abbey’s needs at the beginning of the 
century would have found a ready market in Bristol, and one would 
imagine that there was some timber to spare after the needs of 
the manor and its farms had been supplied. Another source of reve- 
nue appears only in the Poulet accounts: Bailiff Colyns rents (at 
the lord’s will) for ros. yearly the stone quarry called le Cleves 
below Lyghwood. On the other hand there is no mention, either in 
Poulet or in the Bishopric Valor (for which Poulet’s accounts were 
clearly used) of any expenses other than the Bailiff’s and Seneschal’s 
fees and the clerk’s 2s. for writing the account; the tithe due to the 
Rector of Bedminster and the pound of cummin for Radford Mill 
seem to be firmly ignored. 


VI. ConcLusIoNn 

Looking back from the Norton rental to the Computa of 1386-88 
the two centuries seem to have been a period of very gradual change 
in the life of the manor. In a way the new habit of calling the place 
“Abbotsleigh”, which has developed since the Abbots departed, 
is as big a change as any. True, in 1386 works were still being per- 
‘formed by tenants whom the Abbot called villeins or nativi, whereas 
by 1492, though the name was still kept up on paper, no man 
owed labour except for wages and by the reign of Elizabeth the 
Nortons were no doubt thinking of raising rents (though they had 
not done much towards it yet) but certainly not of exacting labour- 
rents. But, spread over two hundred years, this had been much 
more gentle a change than it seems when compressed into a paragraph 
of print. 

That this gradualness of change was true of the other Abbey 
estates I think will be apparent from the documents here printed. 
Everything has changed, but the life of the countryside goes on 
very much the same; there is no violent break with custom other 
than that of the Dissolution itself. To what extent this should be 
attributed to the supposed conservatism of monastic land-manage- 
ment is doubtful ; only a comparative study of a number of manors, 
lay and monastic, in the same general area would justify a confi- 
dent answer (and then only if similar detailed evidence were avail- 
able for each estate). Very different answers could be arrived at 
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by studying only certain manors, as will be seen if the agricultural 
progress at Almondsbury in the fifteenth century, plainly to be 
seen in the record, is compared with the old-fashioned quiescence of 
Ashleworth. 

It is a point not to be disregarded that the estates of an abbey 
had been managed for several centuries with only one object, the 
maintenance of the monastery in order that its inhabitants might 
perform their appointed duties. Ambitious or wasteful abbots had 
at times done considerable damage to the finances, but they could 
not permanently alter the system; economic pressures might bring 
about the conversion of a dairy farm into one that specialised in 
growing beans or fattening steers for market; but the maintenance 
of the monastery, not the financial or social aggrandisement of an 
individual owner, was the end in view. Moreover, if the revenues 
allotted to the Almoner or the Refectorar no longer enabled him 
to make ends meet, the matter would be adjusted within the mona- 
stery; it was not his duty to try to screw more out of the property. 

In any final assessment we must be very careful not to allow our- 
selves to be overmuch influenced by the apparent progressiveness 
or importance of some manors, the seeming backwardness of others. 
In spite of the complications inherent in the system of obediences 
and the methods of accounting, in spite even of the lack in other 
abbeys of any records designed for the use of a controlling or super- 
vising Treasury, we must not assume that the seniors in the com- 
munity had no grasp of the general financial position. On the con- 
trary, as we see the manors being efficiently managed as a whole in 
1386-88, so we can only premise an equal efficiency in 1491 or 1539. 
No doubt a barn here and there was “valde ruinosum’”’ in Abbot 
Nulande’s day as in Dean Chetwynd’s, but no doubt either that he 
knew about it, or that when he built two new barns at Ashleworth 
it was part of a considered policy for dealing with the estates as a 
whole; it was policy, not inefficiency, that allowed the servants of 
Lord Berkeley to purloin with impunity all the white straw from 
Ham for litter for the Castle horses. Abbots and Canons had to live 
in the world of their day, and be of it, and like the Delphic oracle of 
old they were in an excellent position for acquiring intelligence con- 
cerning all aspects of it. It would have been next to impossible for 
the head of a house, situated as St. Augustine’s was, to be out of 
date in his knowledge of politics or of agriculture in the bustling 
England of the Tudors. 


THE MANUSCRIPTS 


The Manoral Coputa 

The two Rolls are of the same form as the four known Obedientiary 
Rolls, two of which were published as Bristol Record Society’s 
Volume IX, while the other two have been described in the Bristol 
and Gloucestershire Archaeological Society’s Vol. LX XIII. 

The width of the membranes of parchment is approximately 104", 
the longest of them measure 293” in 1491-2 and 30#” in 1496-7, the 
shortest are 25}” in the former year and 16” in the latter. The 
1496-7 Roll, like those of 1503-4 and 1506-7, has an extra flap of 
stout parchment, 11” by 104”, attached to the foot of the Berkeley 
account (fo. 11) to make a cover for the whole when rolled up. 
This is inscribed 
monasterium Sancti Computa Diuersorum muinistrorum forinseco-

Though space has been left for the holes for the tyer they were never 
made. The auditor’s note is an addition in another ink, but is 
contemporary; 12 H 7 is later, probably seventeenth century. 

As in the case of the 1503-4 and 1506-7 Computa, the flap is not 
sewn to the last of the assembled membranes (which are still fastened 
with the original parchment thongs) ; there does not seem to be any 
obvious explanation of this little oddity, and I am forced to regard 
it as a quirk of William Adams’. 


Thew Contents 


These Rolls contain the detailed accounts of certain Abbey manors 
and rectories, but not of all; the list is the same in each year, except 
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that in 1496-7 a rather brief account for Poulet has been added. 
The order in which they are arranged is the same except that, where- 
as in 1491-2 Rouburgh at fo. 3 and Blakesworth at fo. 12 had only 
a few lines on their versos, in 1496-7 parchment is saved by making 
Blakesworth fo. 3 and Rouburgh fo. 3v. The Obedientiaries’ 
accounts were as nearly as possible in alphabetical order, but there 
seems to be nothing systematic about the arrangement of the present 
rolls; ignoring the intrusion of Blakesworth one could say that Wales 
was followed by Somerset and Somerset by Gloucestershire, were it 
not that Dorset (represented by Fyfhide) comes between Horefeld 
and Cromehale, both in Gloucestershire. 

The omission of three major Abbey properties from these accounts 
can be explained: Codrington is leased to a Firmarius, the whole. of 
whose payment goes to the Magister Novi Operis, South Cerney has 
a Collector of Rent who pays the Vestiar direct; these are really the 
only two obedientiaries whose revenues are still quite independent 
of the Treasurer’s office, and who would therefore have kept their 
manorial computa in their own offices. The biggest omission of all, 
that of Halberton in Devonshire, is more peculiar: the property 
consisted of both Manor and Rectory, but all that appears in the 
Computa is {26 13s. 6d. paid to the Treasurer by John Sydenham, 
Firmar of the Rectory. We came to the conclusion! that the un- 
mentioned Manor had been appropriated to the support of the Abbot, 
just as Gorewell had been devoted by Abbot Hunt in 1479-80 to 
the maintenance of one of the Canons celebrating for the souls of 
the founders.? Poulet gives the usual details for Halberton Manor, 
showing it to be in the charge of a Bailiff, Baldwin Marrewode, who 
is also Firmar of the Rectory: he produces a clear profit of £13 odd 
yearly (by far the greater part of the revenue being £14 4s. 1o$d. 
from the rents of customary tenants); courts are evidently being 
held regularly, but by whom were they held under the Abbots? 
The Chamberlain, who accounts for the perquisites of all other 
courts, makes no mention of Halberton, but if his expenses in hold- 
ing the courts were paid by the Abbot the matter would have been 
irrelevant to his account; perhaps the Seneschal made the journey— 
he certainly presided at many of these bi-annual functions—or 
even the Auditor may have been employed, as the present accounts 
show that he was when the Fyfhide rental was renewed in 1486. 
In any case, if our supposition is correct, Bailiff Marrewode’s 
accounts would not belong with the rest.

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Their Scribes 


The Compotus Rolls were written out by the Auditor or his 
assistants, as we learn from B.R.S. [X. 268, where “‘iij.s.iiij.d. 
soluti Thome Harryes filio predicti auditoris circa expedicionem 
scripture Rotulorum predictorum hoc anno” follows a payment of 
6s. 8d. “‘auditori pro sua festinacione in scriptura Rotulorum 
Compotorum Monasterii predicti hoc anno.” We may deduce that 
Thomas’ father was getting too old and died or retired in 1492; 
Thomas was perhaps too junior to take his place, so William Adams, 
who may well have been the same who was in charge of the Welsh 
estates, got the job ; the auditor’s name does not appear in the 1503-4 
or 1506-7 Rolls, but by 1511-12 Thomas Harryes holds the post. 
William Adams was still in charge in Wales in 1503-4, but not in 
1506-7, when the Abbot himself visited the estates at a cost of 
£3 6s. 4d. Meanwhile, by 1506-7, a change has been made in the 
wording of the Treasurer’s ‘custus necessariorum’: the auditor’s 
expenses of 40s. are henceforth described as being “‘capientis 
Compota Ministrorum tam forinsecorum quam Intrinsecorum 
huius Monasterii”; the previous wording was simply ‘‘pro expensis 
auditus Compotorum monasterii’’, but as the cost was the same we 
may safely say that these Manorial Computa were written out fair 
by the same hands that copied the Obedientiaries’ accounts, that 
of Thomas Harryes or his father William in 1492, that of William 
Adams in 1497. 

That there are slight but noticeable differences of detail in the 
styles of the 1492 and 1497 Manor accounts, whereas of the Obedien- 
tiary rolls we were able to say “‘the hand of 1512 differs from that of 
1492 only in habits of punctuation’, confirms these deductions: 
Thomas Harryes was evidently trained by his father, but William 
Adams had acquired his technique elsewhere. The more obvious 
differences are these: 

The 1497 hand often begins odd words in the middle of a sentence 
with a capital I or O, and is positively addicted to the use of a capital 
S, even for words as modest as Suo and Siue. Neither Harryes 
does this. 

The 1497 hand often omits the ‘‘e”’’ in names like Radeford’, 
le haye, and words like cornepyk’; the others do not. But his 
tendency to use Kyngton and Fylton for 1492’s Kington and 
Filton must be a more general one, since it appears in 1512 also; 
similarly Fyfhyde becomes Fyfhide for good. 

The 1497 hand, when writing the title of the monastery in full, 
always puts “‘ iuxta Bristoll’ ’’; 1512 does not do this, though there- 
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after it was common form (cf. B.R.S.IX.9). Frequently, however, 
he saved space by substituting ‘‘ huius Monasterii ’’, and this eco- 
nomy was maintained by 1512. On the whole 1497 took a good deal 
of trouble to save parchment, often cutting out unnecessary words 
or whole phrases and thereby saving a line; the others did not bother 
much. On the other hand, 1497 was inclined to be more precise 
at times, as when he added “in March’ Wallie ” to the description 
“in comitatu Wentlough ”’ which satisfied the others. 

Finally, 1497 calls himself ‘‘Computans ”’, whereas 1492 and 1512 
invariably use ‘‘ Computator ’’. 


The Transcription 


The high cost of printing to-day forces us to simplify, where it 
can be done without abandoning the fundamental principles, the 
tules originally adopted by the Society and printed in Harding 
Bristol Charters at pp. 219-221. 

It would have been impossibly extravagant to print the full text 
of both Rolls. We have therefore printed that for 1491-2, as cor- 
responding to the Obedientiaries’ accounts for that year published 
in B.R.S. IX, and have noted the principal differences in that for 
1496-7; variations of punctuation, minor changes in the order of 
words, omissions of unimportant phrases, have not been noted here. 
We have also given up numbering the lines of each folio ‘‘<¢56>’’, 
and contented ourselves with marking “‘/’’ the ends of the lines in 
continuous passages. Also we have had to place the marginal 
section titles of the original in the body of the text, printing them in 
italics. 

Having gone so far, it seemed justifiable, for the convenience of 
the reader, to abandon also the strict spelling of proper names which 
begin with letters for which our scribes used no capitals (especially 
as B.R.S. IX records with precision every such detail of our main 
hand); all proper names have therefore been given capital initials. 
Variations in the spelling of names are noted in the index, thus 
saving innumerable footnotes. 

Nos. 2, 3, and 5 of the special rules we adhered to faithfully in 
B.R.S. IX (v. p. 89 thereof) have thus been abandoned; nos. 4 and 6 
still apply, and ‘“‘r’”’ has been kept as “ veddit’’ even where it 
undoubtedly stood for ‘‘ vespondet ’’, 

Cross-referencing between this volume and B.R.S. [X would have 
been elaborate and expensive ; it seemed better to spend the time and 
trouble on the index and avoid a plethora of footnotes.

Other Sources 


The MSS extensively quoted from in the second section of the book 
are 


(i) Temporalities, 1428 (Public Record Office S.C. 6/1107/12 
& 13). The Abbey had fallen into the error of applying to Joan, 
widow of Henry IV, for licence to elect a successor to Abbot John 
Daubeney (just as their predecessors had gone to Queen Philippa, 
wife of Edward III, who held Bristol Castle in dower) ; Queen Joan 
had given them leave, they had elected Walter Newbery, she had 
confirmed the election, the Bishop of Worcester had installed him, 
and the Abbot had got possession of his temporalities before the 
royal officials realised that Joan had no authority and the whole 
proceedings were therefore invalid from their point of view. How- 
ever, the Crown let the Abbey off on payment of the proceeds of 
the non-ecclesiastical properties from 16 January 1428, the day of 
Abbot John’s death, to 21 March, when Abbot Walter was installed 
(counting both days, a period of 65 days). The details given are not 
quite as illuminating as they could have been, owing to the generous 
nature of the assessment, I think, rather than to the poor state of 
the property: all woods are described as “ nichil valet vltra clausu- 
ram ”’, the manor-house invariably ‘‘ nichil valet vltra reprisas ”’ ; 
but we are given the yearly totals of rents and the acreages and value 
per acre of the various sorts of land, and these seem to be reasonable 
figures. 


(ii) ‘‘ Poulet’ was fully described at B.R.S. IX p. 3. I have 
quoted mainly from the 1540-41 account, with reference to later 
ones where variations were of interest. The P.R.O. reference is 
“‘Ministers’ Accounts Hen. VIII; S.C. 1241’. 


(iii) The ‘‘Bishopric and Cathedral Valors’” (P.R.O. E315/389) 
are summarised rentals of the properties, once the Abbey’s, handed 
over in 1542 for the support of the Bishop and the Dean & Chapter. 
Though naturally often identical with Poulet they sometimes give 
details of leases that his summary omits. 


(iv) ‘“‘ Capituli Actorum Liber I” is the first, and only pre- 
Restoration, surviving register of deeds of the Dean and Chapter of 
Bristol. At that time the Bishop regularly had his grants confirmed 
by the Dean and Chapter, so that we have here the first post- 
Reformation leases of most of the properties with which we are 
concerned—not all, of course, came back to the church in 1542; 
if they had, this book would probably not have been possible, for it 
was in the valuable manor of Almondsbury, which Henry VIII sold, 
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that all these recently discovered Rolls were preserved by their Jay 
owners. 


(v) Dean Chetwynd’s Survey of the capitular property was made 
by himself in 1619-1622, and is useful as giving detailed descriptions 
of many individual holdings in the manors and rectories. 


(vi) “‘ Bishopric Deeds ”’ are, alas, but a tiny handful of old leases 
found among the Consistory Court records and now in the care of 
the Bristol City Archivist; the few there are are pre-Reformation. 
No records of the episcopal property other than those already men- 
tioned are known to have survived apart from whatever the then 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners may have taken over with the estates. 


(vii) Two Court Rolls of 1524-5 for the Abbey manors of Ashle- 
worth, Cromhall, Horfield, South Cerney, and Fyfhide were depo- 
sited by Col. Chester-Master at Gloucester along with the other 
rolls. 


(viii) A whole series of Court Rolls of the Manor of Leigh, some 
translations of still earlier ones, a compotus for Portbury and trans- 
lations of three for Leigh have been deposited with the University of 
Bristol by Miss Cecil Ward. 


MSS such as Poulet or the Valors consist largely of lists ; constantly 
recurring items in these have been ruthlessly abbreviated—e.g. 
‘“‘ redditus tenencium ad voluntatem domini’’ reverts to approxi- 
mately its unexpanded form “ redd. ten. ad vol. dni.” The remain- 
ing documents have had the essential facts extracted; I have kept 
to the original Latin where possible but have had to summarise some 
of the longer ones in English.

NoTE on ‘“ Works ” 

The total of works performed at Ashleworth before 1436 was thus 99, 
from some 17 tenures. (The Hasfield works were in a different category 
and must be ignored.) The Abbot commuted 374 of these “‘ opera”’ 
between 1436 and 1440, but since then there had apparently been no 
change in the arrangements; so 1n 1497 614 works are still being per- 
formed on the demesne: 6 ploughing, 6 corn hoeing, 154 mowing hay, 
7 carrying hay, and 27 at harvest. It is a pity that we do not know 
what proportion of the total labour employed these figures represent. 

The receipts from the ‘‘ opera arenteta’’ were 10s. Id. in 1497-8, 
and only 11s. 3d. in 1540-41, tt would therefore seem that some 57 
works were still uncommuted tn the middle of the sixteenth century. It 
may be assumed, I think, that this was only so because the inhabitants 
of Ashleworth were reasonably content with thetr lot. 
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ALMONDSBURY 


The parish of Almondsbury would be a square, if its boundaries 
were straighter, divided into two equal rectangles by the Carboni- 
ferous Limestone ridge which carries the Roman road from the 
north-east towards Sea Mills in the south-west: church and church- 
town lie on a shelf just below this ridge on the seaward or Severn 
side and north-east of the central point, which is the 300-ft. knoll now 
spelt Knole. To the north-west again there is a mile-wide strip of 
marshland below the 50-ft. contour, bounded by rhines parallel 
with the Severn and intersected by many others; the ridge, as usual 
in this region, is some 250 ft. above sea-level, rising steeply out of the 
Severn Vale and sloping gently away south-eastwards for a mile and 
a half to the brook, a hundred feet lower, which divides Almonds- 
bury from Winterbourne. 

Our accounts are full of evidence that the draining of the marsh 
was an accomplished fact by the end of the fifteenth century, though 
it is also clear that constant expenditure was needed to keep the 
rhines clear and their banks in good trim. As the bailiff put it in 
1540-41 when justifying his expenditure to his new and rather mean 
master,! “Et in denariis solutis diuersis Operarijs laborantibus et 
Fodientibus circa facturam diuersarum perticatarum Fossati in 
Crecis et Gowtes infra marisco [sic] pro Saluacione et defensione 
pratorum ...ne aqua tam Sabrine quam Salse Marisce emergent 
(he seems to have been so worried about his expenditure that his 
grammar went to pieces) dictum mariscum et prata ad maximum 
detrimentum dictorum Tenencium...’’ The fields in this lowland 
are, as one would expect, rich pasture carefully enclosed; in the one 
case where we are told both acreage and rent the rate is 1s. 8d. an 
acre. Now the 1428 return of temporalities gives arable and meadow 
of about half the 1491-2 extent,? but pasture—at 6d. an acre—is 
only a fortieth of the later figure.. The ordinary manorial pastures 
would not be reckoned at all, being attached as rights to the various 
holdings; we may say thatin 1428 there was a little extra pasture 
in the manor, which might be the first results of previous draining, 
but that in the following sixty years a transformation had taken

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place. Twenty pence an acre means first-class fattening ground, 
and the inhabitants know it: even the principal common arable 
fields are let out yearly to Sir Robert Poyntz, while the tenants who 
used to cultivate them rent pasture and meadow from the Abbot 
and fill them with stock. 

This is not to say that arable farming has been abandoned; the 
higher ground of the south-east half of the manor evidently carried 
some sheep but was mainly ploughland. Sir Robert rents two great 
fields each year in rotation, paying nothing for the third which is in 
fallow, obviously because it was not worth converting this ground 
from good arable to moderate pasture; the tithes of wheat, rye, 
beans, peas and oats (flax, hemp and dredge are also mentioned, but 
barley only appears at Elberton) make the rectory a valuable one. 

The evidence of the obedientiaries’ accounts gave us no help in 
deciding to what extent the term “appruator’’ was intended by our 
scribes to imply an “improver’’, a special type of manager put in to 
bring an estate up to scratch.! These manorial accounts suggest 
quite strongly that an appruator really was doing a rather special 
job. At Almondsbury William Pacche (followed by George Gent in 
1503-4 and 1506-7 and then by John Piers) was certainly in charge 
of a demesne which needed more attention and probably more 
ability than the average bailiff would have provided. At Ashelworth 
the same was true, though the circumstances were different; indeed, 
at Almondsbury the profits of the demesne rose steadily from 
£41 7s. 64d. to £51 8s. rod. in the twenty years 1492-1512, whereas at 
Ashelworth the income hardly varied; the appruator there was 
probably needed more because of the distance from the Abbey 
and to keep an eye on relations with the awkward Pauncefoots of 
Hasfeld. At Fyfhide the appointment of Richard Pope, who was 
firmar of the parsonage in 1491-2, as appruator thereof for 1496-7 
was a temporary measure, one suspects designed to give him more 
authority in dealing with a troublesome parson; by 1503-4 the in- 
come had been restored to its old level of £2 13s. 4d. and a new cleric, 
William Birtport, was being described as Capellanus and Firmar. 
For the Welsh estates the need of an authoritative person was ob- 
vious: not only were they across the Severn and not always easily 
accessible, they were also subject to inundations (the value of the 
spiritualities decreased from {30 “ante magnum diluvium’’ to 
{22 1s 4d), and there were the agents of the Duke of Bedford ‘“Domi- 
nus de Wentlock”’ to be coped with.

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All which adds up to intelligent development by the Abbey of 
suitable properties, development progressing steadily over a period 
of time but not carried to the point at which the economy of the 
manor would have become unbalanced. By the twenties of the 
sixteenth century the new order has stabilised itself; a large part of 
the estate can safely be leased out in farms, the need for an apprua- 
tor is over and management is left to Bailiff and Reeve—though the 
Bailiff is an important Abbey servant who holds the position of 
Janitor for life. 


Almondsbury was one of the earliest gifts to the Abbey; we still 
have the charter of Henry, Duke of Normandy and Count of Anjou, 
which should date the gift as having been made before 1152. The 
church was one of the churches of Berkeley Hernesse, which Robert 
fitz Harding gave to the Abbey when he first received the Berkeley 
property from Henry II.

NoTE. The Treasurer’s (i.e. of the Court of Augmentations) Roll for 
Hampshire, Wiltshire, Gloucestershire and Bristol (P.R.O. 
E323/2A), which is Poulet’s 1539-40 account of all the various 
assets and debts of the late monasteries in his region and what 
has been done about them, includes a list of the pensions and 
corrodies granted by the monasteries (and by the Crown out of 
monastic properties). The appearance in the detailed 1540-41 
account above of Philip Griffith’s and John Perte’s annuities 
warns us that such lists, though quite lengthy, are not necessarily 
complete, for neither of these grants appears in it; those that do 
were paid by Poulet out of the general revenues of St. Augustine’s 
property, even though two of them had been granted out of the 
revenues of the Manor of Almondsbury: one of {4 to Thomas 
Hunte dat. 9 Oct. 28 Hen. VIII (1536) and the other to David 
Broke of 4os. dat. 15 June 26 Hen. VIII (1534); both had clauses 
of distraint on the Manor of Almondsbury. One wonders whether 
they were still honoured after the manor had been sold; certainly 

_the legal complications. of a claim for non-payment. would have 
been formidable enough to deter any but the most inveterate 
litigant. v. Appendix B. 
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ASSHELWORTH 


This outlying member of Berkeley, ‘quam et ipse rex manu sua 
super altare sancti Augustini posuit’’,! lies on the west bank of 
Severn some four miles above Gloucester, between the river and a 
ridge of hill curving round from the north. The hills only attain 
250 ft. here and there; from the village one need climb no more than 
a hundred feet to reach the main road north to Ledbury and Mal- 
vern; nevertheless the ridge provides slopes and springs and shelter 
from the more boisterous of the west winds. The manor and parish 
were quite small (only three hides in Domesday); only at one spot 
does the western boundary reach the road along the hill, though for 
much of the way this is less than a mile from the river. 

As everywhere in this part of the course of the Severn there are 
“hams”, wide flat pastures or meadows, usually flooded in the 
winter, but fertile when the river sinks back into the trough it has 
dug for itself. Ashelworth’s ham, however, stretching down to- 
wards Maisemore and known as Longreach,? is a narrow one, since 
this is where the hills come close to the stream; whereas Hasfield, the 
neighbouring village to the north, has a vast expanse of ham more 
than a mile wide at the centre and a mile and a half long. So the 
Pauncefoots of Hasfeld were easily able to allow what was evidently a 
considerable proportion of the population of. Ashelworth to have 
“liberam communam in tota communi pastura sua ubi homines de 
Hasfeld communicant cum universis generibus animalium pro- 
priorum”’, and Ashelworth was glad_.to get it in return for four days’ 
work at the most vital seasons of the year by thirty-two men. 
Similarly it was worth while from Ashelworth’s point of view to get 
common of pasture for fifty oxen in exchange for “‘ tota puta et 
pastura de Wydenham et de Wynhales’”’, the value to Hasfeld 
being evidently in the pufe or putts, which were not wells but 
fishing-stations. The river in those days provided fish in abun- 
dance; salmon are not mentioned in our accounts, but we hear of 
“stones of lampreys” and of the “weir, kedelles and fishery ” 
which the King’s Commissioners for Sewers had destroyed two years 
before the Dissolution: even the royal officials are willing to reduce

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the ferm by 4os. on this account, for they admit that the weir and 
fishery used to be let for 66s. 8d. and now “ nullum proficuum 
percipi potest’. This fishery seems to be attached to the rectory in 
all the accounts from 1491 to 1540, but appears among the tempora- 
lities in the Taxation of Pope Nicholas and in 1428. 

This pleasant estate, with its dairy herd, its pigs in the hillside 
woods and in the two pig-houses under one roof, its ample barns— 
two new ones built by Abbot Newland in 1496-7 as well as the great 
tithe-barn that still stands—and a convenient market for its beef 
cattle (‘‘libera communa pasture singulis annis quinquaginta 
bobus ’’) and other produce close at hand at Gloucester, is surpris- 
ingly unprogressive socially. Its very appruators are “ nativi 
domini de sanguine ’’, and more works are still being performed by 
more customary tenants than in any other Abbey manor. Whether 
this was typical of this part of the county at the time I have not the 
knowledge to say; perhaps the villagers, instead of worrying about 
their status, were content to go fishing. 

Not that the Court Roll for 16-17 Henry VIII! (ro October 1524 
and g June 1525) suggests a particularly placid population. John 
Cary, the Abbey Chamberlain, and Sir Anthony Poyntz “ Capitalis 
Senescallus ’”’ in October had before them William Gelff for assault- 
ing John Hobbis with a stick of no value, Thomas Saunders for 
assaulting John Syrmoor with a salsorium (presumably a measure) 
worth 2d., and Thomas Alard and John Brodford who had set 
upon each other with bows worth respectively a shilling and four- 
pence; while in June Thomas Zely is reported and fined “ quod. 
noluit hospitari legios domini Regis ad requisicionem Constabularii ’’. 
_ Another June entry shows that it was not—at least at this time— 
made in any way difficult for a serf (if we may still use the term) 
to get release from his obligations: “‘ ad hanc Curiam venit Thomas 
Bayly Natiuus domini de Sanguine et dat domino de fine j pullam 
xij.d. tam pro secta Curie sua ibidem relaxanda quam pro licencia 
sibi habenda manere et inhabitare vbicumque ei placuerit extra 
Dominium istud cum omnibus bonis suis mobilibus Cui dominus 
concessit omnia et singula premissa habere et gaudere ad terminum 
vite sue aliquo actu ordinacione siue conc’ inde incontrarium non 
obstante.”’ . | 

The entry under “ Sal”’ is tantalismg. We have heard of manors. 
which had their own connections with a “‘ wich ”’ in the salt-produc- 
ing area of Worcestershire,” but how exactly did those with no such

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advantage procure their supplies? These bushels of salt “de con- _ 
sueto diuersorum hominum huc veniencium per diuersas vices ”’ 
sound very like a toll levied on boats passing down the Severn; 
maybe the uses of a weir were not confined to fishing, if a fee could 
be charged for letting traffic through the impediment to navigation? 


Agreement of 1411 


Bishopric Deeds no. 2 (Bishop’s Registrar’s Archives now in the 
Council House, Bristol); it is between Abbot John Dawbeney, the 
Convent, and their men of the vill of Asshelworth and John Paunce- 
fot, knight, lord of Hasfeld, and still retains part of the Abbey seal. 

They recite a previous agreernent with Richard Pauncefot (John - 
being his kinsman and heir) by which he granted that the inhabitants 
of Asshelworth living between the house of Ernald son of Ernald and 
the vill of Hasfeld should have free common in the whole common 
pasture of Hasfeld (including meadows after hay-harvest) with all 
kinds of animals; in return the Abbot & Convent and the men of 
Asshelworth have paid 5 marks of silver and will pay 2 shillings 
yearly, will do one ploughing yearly at Hasfeld with seven ploughs 
at corn-sowing ad poturam dicti Ricardt, one hoeing with 32 men 
(Richard to decide whether for a whole day cum potura or vsque ad 
nonam sine potura), one day’s work carrying hay with 32 men 
sine potura, one reaping with 32 men for a day cum potura or ad 
nonam sine potura. It is now agreed that potuva shall be taken as 
ad cibum et potacionem, at the ploughing John is to choose uirum 
semel ad eorum tantaculum aut eorum prandium ad nonam: if they 
work well for a whole day at hoeing or harvesting the men are to 
have as much bread as can be made from half a bushel of wheat 
and four pennyworth of cheese cum racronalih potacione. 

Richard Pauncefoot took the Abbey to court but lost his case: the 
first deed on the preliminary pages of the Red Book of St. Augustine’s 
is his grant of “ all that land called la Berewe and all those twelve 
acres of meadow de quibus in curia domint Regis aliquando questionem 
wovr’’ and is witnessed by Lord Maurice de Berkeley. After this 
relations seem to have been good for some while; the next deed is 
by Richard’s son Grimald, confirming inter alia Richard’s grant of 
common of pasture for fifty oxen in exchange for tota puta et pastura 
de Wydenham et de Wynnhales, another by him of common in Fox- 
hales, and the bond recited in the 1411 deed. (Various other Ashel- 
worth deeds have been inserted on these originally blank leaves.) 
But later there was a series of unpleasant incidents; in the Calendar 
of Close Rolls 1435-41 (p. 175) is the mainprise of John Pauncefoot, 
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knight, and four of his friends dated 13 May 1438 under pain of {100 
to do no hurt or harm to Abbot Walter,! while the introductory 
examples to Proceedings in Chancery temp. Elizabeth (Vol. II, p. 
xxix) include a delightful petition of that Abbot of 1450 or early 
1451 against Thomas Pauncefote esquier who has been raiding 
Ashelworth with ‘‘ many mysruled persons of Walschemen to the 
number of xxxti. persons and mo arayed in maner of werre’’.

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BERKELEY 


In the days when the lands below 50 ft. along the Severn shore were 
unreclaimed Berkeley looked westward over a mile and a half of 
watery flats to the estuary and the Forest of Dean beyond; to the 
east cultivable lowland, with the main road of the region running 
down its centre, stretched two and a half miles to the foot of the 
steep spur of Cotswold at Stinchcombe. Northwards a tongue of the 
lowland—only just above the 50-ft. contour—reached the Severn at 
Sharpness, dividing the Slimbridge moors from the long stretch of 
saltmarsh to the south (at the centre of which a wide view may be 
had from the Ordnance Survey’s trigonometrical point 21 ft. above 
sea level). The castle guarded almost the only possible landing- 
place on this rather desolate shore, the pill formed by the mouth of 
the Little Avon.! The river rises away to the south-east, but approa- 
ches Berkeley from Stone, two miles due south; this part of its 
course divides a ridge rising to 150 ft. between Hill and Ham on the 
left bank from the lower ground inland, which carried the fringes of 
Michael or Mucle Wood, the northern end of what in Henry II’s 
day must have been an almost continuous belt of woodland on the 
Lias at the foot of Cotswold right down to the Avon at Hanham, 
east of Bristol. 

Thus the essential Berkeley lordship was a strip, six miles from 
north to south, with the castle at its centre, between saltmarsh and. 
Severn on the west, wold and woodland on the east. As marsh was. 
drained and forest felled the cultivated area expanded east and west 
until there was a solid block of some twenty-four square miles of 
fertile land forming the heart of this rich domain, which had in the 
meanwhile naturally acquired outlying estates in Gloucestershire, 
at the same time as the wealth and prestige of its lords were bringing 
dowries and inheritances in other parts of England also under their 
control. | 

Robert Fitz Harding had founded St. Augustine’s Abbey in 1140, 
when he had no idea of being made lord of Berkeley as the reward 
of loyalty; thirteen years intervened before that took place. Not 
only was he then able to endow his abbey more richly, but his descen- 
dants continued, from the time of the second Henry to that of the 
eighth, to augment its buildings and its estates as their own wealth 
grew. Most of these gifts, as was natural, were of small portions of

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land or tithe which came to hand in one way or another as the Berke- 
ley lands were developed; thus the rental of what came to be known 
as the Manor of Canonbury, the lands and rents within the lordship of 
Berkeley belonging to the Abbey, shows us properties scattered all 
over the twenty-four square miles. A twentieth-century John 
Smyth, given access to the Abbey Cartulary and the multitude of 
muniments still immured in Berkeley Castle, might trace its growth 
in months of study; we can only present such other documents as 
have come our way to give an impression of the accumulation that 
was Canonbury. The manor lasted little longer than the canons: 
Henry VIII seems to have kept it intact for himself (one wonders 
whether with some idea of keeping a check on the Berkeleys or 
merely because he could not get the price he wanted), but under his 
son Seymour the Lord High Admiral got hold of it, and Warwick 
after him; by Smyth’s time co-heiresses and sales had already broken 
it up into seven main portions. 

The rectory of Berkeley passed to the Dean & Chapter of Bristol, 
who continued leasing it out at the old rent; Smyth (ITI.88) says it 
was accounted worth £350 yearly in tithe grain and hay in the hands 
of the farmers, while the lesser tithes of the vicarage amounted to 
£150. The vicarage was usually occupied by one of the Chapter.

The main routes into Bristol from the east, the one from London 
direct through Chippenham and the other by the Roman road through 
Bath, converge just two miles east of the castle as they emerge from 
the King’s Wood; from this point, 200 ft. above sea-level, there is a 
steady descent towards the town through the King’s Barton. The 
Bath road is compelled to join the other by a big northward bend 
of the Avon, so from the road-junction there is only a quarter mile 
of I in 9 slope south to the river; between here and the town, how- 
ever, the river twists back to the south until it is a mile from the 
road, and the greater part of the intervening land is below 50 ft. 
Blakenesword evidently began as an enclosure on the fringe of the 
forest just west of the river bend, that is, on a gentle slope facing 
south-west, with the Kingswood ridge protecting it from the east 
and the King’s Marsh between it and the town—if, indeed, the town 
was there first. Though officially included in the King’s Barton it 
was in a good position to develop a semi-independent status. Its 
name survives to-day only in Blackswarth Road, which leads from 
the highway to where, in the words of Dean Chetwynd, stood 
“‘ Tenementum siue Messuagium vocatum the Passage to St. Anne ”’, 
for there was a ferry here, convenient for anyone on the east side of 
Bristol wishing to go towards Keynsham or Wells.1 

The Blakesworth charters in the Abbey Cartulary show that the 
little estate here was built up from four sources. The first, mentioned 
by FitzHarding, must be that confirmed by Henry Duke of Nor- 
mandy and therefore a pre-1154 gift: Richard de Hanum (i.e. 
Hanham) gave “ totam terram Hugonis de Berton (i.e. Barton 
Regis) aui mei quam habuit apud Blakenesword ’’, which probably 
consisted of 60 acres of terre lucrabilis and 6 of meadow.? A second 
gift was made by William Fitz Gregory and his man Safrid, and a 
third by William de Londoniis son of Maurice (confirmed by his 
sister Beatrix, wife of Richard Foliot) in return for cancellation of 
his father’s debt of 16 marks. All these were confirmed by William, 
Earl of Gloucester, who died in November, 1183; all three were 
grants of land and named Blakesworth. The fourth, though of about

the same time and placed between the two last in the Red Book, is 
different: Walter Cumin allowed Reginald Albus to give the Canons 
for 20s. “totam terram meam extra portam Laffardi ex vtraque 
parte vie versus orientem”’, that is, land on either side of the 
main road just outside Bristol! a full mile from Blakesworth. 
Thus the Abbey had at Blakesworth itself a core solid enough to 
develop the apparatus of a medieval manor, though never, it would 
seem, a manor-house; as might be expected from its situation, it 
resolved itself into a number of smallholdings, almost all with 
garden and orchard, almost all of less than ten acres and mainly 
pasture, though some had an acre of meadow down by the river or 
actually in the marsh near Netham; but the need for common action, 
supported by the lord, to maintain the rights of common in the 
forest which all the tenants also possessed was no doubt a powerful 
factor in keeping the manor together in later centuries. It remained 
rural until the Dean & Chapter sold it in the nineteenth century.? 
To this core were attached, from the earliest time, such parcels of 
land as came into the possession of the Abbey in the area of Barton 
Regis: the land just outside Lawford’s Gate, which naturally soon 
suffered a sort of ribbon development; a rent of 2s. from a virgate of 
land at Stapleton (given to St. Bartholomew’s by Adam de Rome- 
neye, burgess of Bristol), which is still on our books in 1497 though 
it has not been paid for 116 years; Revesland also at Stapleton which 
holds the record in our accounts for bad debts, nothing having been 
paid since 1367 when the Black Prince was fighting in Spain; the 
property at Hanham and Oldland of which we know only what 
these accounts tell us. | 
Dean Chetwynd’s survey reveals one peculiarity of the manor, in 
that ‘‘ by the custom of the manor” any tenant may apparently 
take his holding not just for himself but with reversion to a speci- 
fied person; this is usually a son, daughter or wife, but may be 
anyone, relative or not: thus Edward Tilly’s tenement will revert 
to Robert Hawkins, who does not seem to be a son-in-law or nephew. 
It is rather surprising, in view of this unusual liberty, that there 
should be any tenants at all holding simply for their own lives, for 
presumably these reversions were as saleable as any others. 
Since it is tacked on to this manor we should perhaps remark on 
an odd point in the Rownham. Ferry tenure: the Dean says that it

CROMEHALE 

The village lies some five miles south of Berkeley, but in a little 
world of its own. The rim of the Bristol coalfield makes a ridge 
250 ft. high a mile east of the Bristol-Gloucester road for several 
miles north of Almondsbury; then it turns east at Tortworth and 
back south by Wickwar and Yate; Cromhall nestles almost in 
the inner point of the angle, at the head of the little stream which 
waters the vale, sheltered from all sides but the south, and not on 
the road from anywhere to anywhere particular. 

The manor given to the Abbey by Robert FitzHarding—perhap 
the last of his endowments—was the smaller of the two recorded 
here in Domesday ; in Smyth’s time its two hides supported “ twelve 
inhabitants, payers and office-bearers, and hath a Leete for itself 
and a Tithingman.” One would rather expect that between 1428 
and 1540 it would have required more tenants than this to produce 
rents of more than £8 over and above the value of the demesne. 
Here we are helped by the Court Roll for 12 October 1524 and 26 
April 1525,1 where eleven tenants pay 2d. or 3d. each for pannage, 
Robert Hyxe and William Pyke hold water-mills and have no time 
for pigs (and as usual are in mercy for taking excessive toll of the 
grain) and three others are named; moreover at each court appears 
the entry ‘‘ Et quod Ricardus Lygon armiger est liber tenens debens 
sectam Curie ad hunc diem et facit defalt’ Ideo ipse in misericordia.”’ 
Not that the lord of the other Cromhall manor is likely ever to have 
paid the shilling he was fined for each absence, but it looks as though 
he may have rented a sizeable portion of the manor, which would 
help to account for any disparity between households and rental. 

But though there were free tenants paying £2 13s. 8d. in 1428 the 
only rent which could be so classified in 1540 is the ferm of {1 13s. 4d. 
for the close of pasture called Lyghtwodislese, which had been let 
to the same tenant at least since 1519; the demesne was already 
leased in 1491. Either by 1540 the free tenements had been down- 
graded or the entry on the Court Rolls is misleading—perhaps a 
tradition solemnly maintained as a local joke between the two 
manors.?

The confusion there remarked 
upon might perhaps be explained as the result of a technical claim, already a 
generation old in 1492, which was rapidly becoming unintelligible. Of the 
unpublished Computa for 1503-4 and 1506—7 the former has no such entry, 
the latter is, mutatis mutandis, identical with that for 1511-12; i.e. about 
this date the entry has become standardised and the figures go up by 6d. 
yearly. The 1s. for not doihg suit in 1524-5 is not obviously connected with 
any of this, but it is noticeable that it is only at Cromhall that any such little 
oddities are recorded. 
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The various items of the Court Rolls give hints as to the pre-occu- 
pations of the lord and his tenants. No-one is to move the weirs in 
Hallmede, thereby diverting the water from its proper course, on 
pain of 1s. 3d.; the same goes for anyone knowingly folding his 
neighbours’ sheep with his own (to get the dung, not to steal the 
sheep) ; four men are told in October “‘ facere le Freith apud Somer- 
yeat subtus Stanley ’’ (Stanley Wood is just by the quarry on the 
Milbury Heath road, by the lane going up to Abbots-side Court 
Farm), and the one who has done nothing about it by April is then 
told ‘‘ emendetur citra dominicam proximam sub pena forisfacture 
domine .. . vj.s.vuj.d.”’, the amount of the proposed forfeit indicat- 
ing the importance of the job. John Webbe de Tydryngton’ is told 
“facere ianua saltabilia! apud Adleymede ”’, John Burton junior 
and John Dymerey “ facere Capwall yeat’’. Moreover John 
Burton Flacchar’ (the arrow-maker) has not only not repaired the 
thatch of his house, but ‘‘ est communis transgressor in Boscis 
domini in succidendum Lign’ et eas abinde asportandum ad graue 
dampnum domini.” 

Evidently we have sheep on the hillside, corn and hay in the valley, 
a valuable piece of woodland, and an interest in hunting—all very 
much as to-day. 

But there are certain peculiarities in our documents which require 
explanation. In the first place, neither Poulet nor the valuation 
for the grant of the manor to the Bishopric (as usual almost a copy 
of Poulet) mention the woodland, whether as an asset or as re- 
quiring expenditure for maintenance.? Secondly, there is an im- 
plication in the lease of the manor-house that the quarry was work- 
ing again, as the tenant is required to do all repairs “‘ cum arboribus

but in a case such as that of Cromehale where the extent of woodland was 
comparatively small anything left over after the provision of housebote, 
heybote, ploughbote and firebote would in most years make but a modest 
perquisite for the bailiff. When the time comes for timber to be felled it is a 
matter for the. Treasurer, who records the proceeds as a special item. Thus in 
1511-12 he noted “ xij.li. receptis de Roberto Knyght de vendicione bosci 
vocati Clyff sibi venditi apud Cromehale,” that is, of course, Robert Knyght 
had bought the timber, not the woodland. A reference I have not traced, which 
might also concern the woodland, is contained in the Treasurer’s account for 
1506-7; he pays the Escheator of Gloucestershire and his servants {4 2s. 
‘* pro inquisicione facta pro Cromehale.”’ | 
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et lapidibus crescentibus de et super premissis.” Above all, there 
are the remarkably high expenses allowed in Poulet’s accounts: 
£9 5s. 34d. out of a total income of £17 12s. rod. in 1539-40, £3 13s. 8d. 
the following year; when the estate is reckoned in the Bishop’s 
prospective income it is at {17 3s. 1d. clear, and in 1548 he was able. 
to lease it for {17 gs. gd. Even the expenses of 1540-1 are large 
enough to seem suspicious: did the Abbot and Convent really, away 
back in 1534, make the Lawrences Auditors of all their possessions 
at £3 6s. 8d. and Seneschals of all their Courts in Gloucestershire and 
Somerset at {1 6s. 8d? All the Abbey’s possessions, bells, jewels, 
vestments and so forth, are accounted for in Poulet’s books; the 
charters and accounts are all in the Abbey Treasury, of which he 
has the key; only the Common Seal of the Abbey is unmentioned. 
Was this too in his possession, and still in use?!

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ERLYNGHAM 


“ Half the fisheries of Erlingeham and the whole tithe of the other 
half ’’ was the gift of Robert FitzHarding ; Thomas (I) Lord of Berke- 
ley recorded that his brother Robert had given the canons ‘“‘ quatuor 
virgatas terre apud Erlingeham et decem puchias et dimidium et 
unum liberum palum in gurgite de Rodleg’ cum messuagiis et 
pratis et omnibus aliis ad dictas terras pertinentibus. Et dimidium 
virgatam terre apud Riham! quam Radulfus Mattock tenuit”. Thus 
the Abbey acquired the makings of a manor on the tip of the penin- 
sula made by the Severn’s greatest meander. This four mile long 
tongue of flat land is the home of Gloucestershire cider—each of the 
houses in Dean Chetwynd’s list has an orchard attached; the rich, 
largely alluvial, soil, aided by the shelter of the Forest of Dean 
and the freshness that comes with the movement of waters, makes 
possible a brew potent enough to ward off the effects of the exposure 
to cold and wet that is inseparable from the business of fishing in 
estuarine waters. 

For the fishing, of course, was the important thing here, even after 
Henry VIII’s Commissioners of Sewers had pulled up some of the 
weirs, as Smyth tells us. In 1619 the fisheries were worth the same 
£10 as in 1428; for all that Abbot Burton’s letter printed below gives 
the impression that not a weir was to be left in the river one wonders 
whether Poulet’s silence about the fishery means anything more 
than that the fishing was unofficial for the time being.

Fifehead Magdalen lies in a bend of the Stour four miles below 
Gillingham, only just in Dorset; its western boundary is the River 
Cale, which is joined by the Bow Brook and the Somerset boundary 
half a mile above Cale Bridge, where Dorset crosses the stream. The 
village is 300 ft. above sea-level and 100 ft. above the river; the 
western half of the parish, like so much of the Blackmore Vale, is 
rather moist pasture and meadow. It was dairy country in the 
fifteenth century just as it is today, but naturally the milk-was then 
mostly turned into cheese. The basic economy of the manor is 
quite plain from these accounts, except that we do not learn at what 
markets the cheese and other produce were sold. 

What is not obvious from these records is that the rectory, as well 
as the manor, belonged to the Abbey; there is no word of tithe, the 
Collector of Rents enters the ‘‘ ferm of the parsonage” as £3, and 
there are certain payments to the authorities of Salisbury Cathedral, 
who are evidently extracting their full due rather firmly. In fact, 
the rectory had long been appropriated to St. Augustine’s, but instead 
of taking all the great tithes and leaving the vicar the lesser ones 
(perhaps with a small allowance as well) the Abbot and Convent had 
in this case preferred to leave the vicar to extract all the tithe, 
binding him to pay them cash in lieu of their share. In 1491-2 he 
was evidently either a bad manager or a bad payer; by 1496-7 
the Abbey has had to appoint the Collector of Rent “ appruator ”’ 
of the parsonage to get things straight again. v.p. 134

The Horefelle of Domesday Book included Filton and so stretched 
from Bishop Road to Gipsy Patch Lane: that is, it consisted of a 
strip, nearly four miles long and about a mile and a half across at 
its widest, stretching southward from Patchway (which was Pet- 
shawe) in Almondsbury along the ridge which heads straight for 
Bristol. When this ridge bears away south-west towards the Downs 
the manor ceased to straddle it and, as it were, slipped over onto the 
upper part of its south-eastern slope; below it here Ashley fell away 
to the Froom.2 | 

The Abbey’s Horfield was not as large as this, for part of Filton 
became a separate manor: Smyth says that in his day there were six 
messuages belonging to the Bishop, who “ being lord also of Horfield 
draweth these six households to his Leet of Horfield ’’, while the 
other part of Filton was a manor held of the King by knight service; 
this had eight households within the Leet of Berkeley. ‘‘ The 
orders and Belawes of the eight rule and order the other six.’ 
If all customary tenants paid Smokepence at 2d. per household, as 
Poulet implies, there were only sixteen such households in Horfield 
in 1540 and a mere two in the Abbey part of Filton. But the Court 
Rolls for 1524-25 mention 25 men and 4 women (two of the latter 
being widows) ; we can hardly assume that the three Dymocks, three 
Eytons, two Porkers, two Symyngs and two Wades were in each case 
members of the same household, so either the population had de- 
creased by Smyth's day or he was only counting the more substantial 
householders. Only four of those who appear as jurors, it may be 
noted, pay for pannage; the other six are three of the women (the 
fourth is only mentioned as having died), one of the two Porkers 
(who alone are styled “‘ natiuus domini’’) and two otherwise un- 
mentioned men. It looks as though only the less prosperous members 
of the community now found advantage in the traditional right;

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probably the rest preferred to keep their porkers in their own pig- 
houses and curtilages. All we learn about their homes is that 
Richard Symyng kept an inn, William Rychards and John a 
Philippis had barns, William Dymock lived in a cottage whose 
walls, timber and roof all needed attention, and John Hooper had a 
bakehouse in his tenement. There is no reference at all to a mill of 
any sort. 

The clayey nature of the ground might easily be deduced from the 
accounts, which show a preponderance of pasture and mention the 
dairy; moreover, no barley seems to be grown, though part of the 
demesne ferm is twenty quarters of wheat and the same of oats in 
kind. Thomas Walter’s lease of 1532 gives a similar picture, with its 
list of meads and pastures and its rent partly of cash, partly of hay 
and wheat straw; perhaps the most interesting item in the inventory 
which is part of it is not the bedstead with the trucklebed under 
the same but the eleven standards of freestone and one of timber 
(an obvious replacement) with the twelve covers of freestone to fit 
on them. Such standards, usually without their covers, may still 
be seen sometimes in a corner of a farmyard, or reduced in status to 
garden ornaments; but one is unlikely to find them in company with 
their twelve pieces of oak for mowstakes under a haystack.

Robert FitzHarding gave the church of Poulet; Robert his son 
at the dedication of the Abbey church gave 2os. rent, “‘in adquietan- 
ciam quinque solidorum huius redditus dedi ipsis canonicis dimi- 
diam virgatam terre apud Poulet cum duobus croftis.”! Pope 
Nicholas’ Taxation in 1291 says that the Abbot had temporalities 
of 3s., as compared with the Master of the Gaunts’ {9, and makes the 
church worth {10 without any reference to the Abbey, although the 
Bishop of Bath and Wells had appropriated it to the Abbey in 1257 ;? 
a presentation to the vicarage c.1330 gives details of the vicarage 
and mentions the tithes of six acres given to the Abbey by Hugh 
Trevet.2 Nothing appears in the 1428 list of temporalities, so we 
have to assume that almost all of the 140 acres of land that Poulet 
mentions were rectorial ; for practical purposes the ‘‘ Manor with the 
Rectory’ was a unit, a rectorial manor. 

Pawlett, as it is now spelt, lies close to the Parrett, three and a half 
miles north of Bridgwater, on a little island of higher ground which 
is really the detached western end of the Polden Hills. The church is 
on the 50-ft. contour, but half a mile to the north-west the top of 
Pawlett Hill is sixty feet higher, with a clear view across the moors 
and rhines to Brent Knoll and Wedmore and Glastonbury and 
Mendip behind them, or west and south to the slopes of Quantock, 
or north-west across the water to Porthcawl and the Welsh hills. 
All around this knoll is level pasture a mere twenty feet above mean 
sea-level. 55s. for 35 perches of Severn wall was expensive work 
when compared with the 2d. and 3d. a perch for ditch-digging in 
the similar land below Almondsbury, but in view of the Channel 
tides such a region could hardly be called land unless so protected. 
Given the wall, parish after parish merits Collinson’s descriptions 
of rich pasture producing the finest cheese in the country. . 

The reason for our estate only having to pay a quarter of the cost 
of repairing ‘‘Quenebrigge” would be that the Manor proper of 
Poulet belonged to the Gaunts’ Hospital, with whom matters of 
joint interest would be regularly shared in a regular proportion. 
It would be interesting to know whether the Manor Court held on 
the Gaunts’ behalf exerted any authority over the Abbey tenants, 
for whom the Abbot did not bother to organise any courts as far

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as we know.! Perhaps he bestirred himself to do so when relations 
with the house across the Green were not cordial, as had not in- 
frequently been the case. 

It may be noted that the Firmar credits himself with having 
paid the full rent of {20 Ios., but is allowed to deduct his expenses 
and hand over only {17 7s.5d. to the Treasurer ; this is normal practice 
for Poulet: the Treasurer got {19 18s. in 1491-2, only £13 gs. 4d. 
in 1503-4, and {18 2s. 2d. in 1511-12. What is not easy to explain is 
why he received {29 13s. 11d. in 1506-07.

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ROUBURGH 


The first grant made to the Abbey on the northern fringe of Mendip 
was that of William fitz Robert fitz Martin: ‘“manibus meis optuli 
super altare sancti Augustini vnum mesuagium in manerio meo de 
Blakeduna quod est inter terram monachorum Bathonie et stagnum 
de Blakemere’’! along with two crofts, ten acres of land, and common 
of pasture in the vill. The manor of Rowberrow, unknown to Domes- 
day Book, must have been built up from this bit of Blagdon and what 
could be withdrawn from the Forest of Mendip; in 1298 the peram- 
bulating foresters place ““Robergh’’ between Schepham and Bur- 
ryngton in their list of vills on the borders of the forest afforested 
after the coronation of Henry I and therefore to be disafforested by 
the terms of Henry III’s charter. 

By Collinson’s time the woods had been largely destroyed, the 
place having been invaded by miners of calamine, whose burning 
gave off fumes destructive to the foliage; but the rest of his descrip- 
tion gives a good picture of the situation of Rouburgh: “‘Rowberrow 
is a small parish lying about two miles south from Churchill, in a 
cove on the top of Mendip, whence there is a most beautiful prospect 
of the Channel from Uphill to Portishead-point. On the north side 
of the parish a very deep winding dell sinks almost perpendicularly 
from the hill, and its sides near the bottom are shagged with coppice- 
woods, and intermingled with great cragged rocks. In this retired 
valley are a few cottages, and a fine rivulet of water, springing from 
the sides of the cliff, murmurs along the bottom. The vast rocky 
encampment of Doleberry rises to the north, and forms a very roman- 
tick outline.’”2 

This estate had attached to it for convenience all the other pro- 
perties acquired by the abbey for some distance around; the first 
seems to have been a virgate at Weston (super Mare) given by Wil- 
liam fitz Asch, then came properties at Harpetre, Gorewelle, Bagge- 
rugge, Sanforde, and even Draycott near Cheddar and a house at 
Shepton Malet. If the Collector of Rent had to visit all these he was 
kept busy when the terms came round. 

The problem of “what happened to the sheep’”’ was indicated in 
B.R.S. [IX Appendix B; the Manor Accounts might have been ex- 
pected to give us at least a hint or two, but there is not a single 
heading left from the days (which surely must have been) when

Robert FitzHarding’s patrons Robert and Mabel, Earl and 
Countess of Gloucester, and their son Earl William after them, 
while confirming grants to the Abbey by various vassals of theirs 
of lands in Gloucestershire and Somersetshire, themselves found it 
more convenient to make their gifts out of the recently-acquired 
lands across the water. Thus the Countess Mabel gave sixty acres 
in the marsh of Romne and Earl William a hundred acres in Kiburgh 
near-by and the church of Romne; these gifts were the basis of “‘the 
Manor of Peterston with the rectory, which extends into Peterston, 
Marshfield, St. Melense and Rempney in Wentlough, together with 
the parsonage of Rempney in the lordship of Wenthlough” as the 
“Cathedral Valor’ has it. 

Wentlloog in those days must indeed have been a district by it- 
self : it consists of the coastal lowland between the mouth of the Usk 
and that of the Rhymney (Rumney to Anglo-Norman ears), a flat 
expanse of marshland as dreary on a wet day as anything you can 
find. Peterston was indeed St. Peter “‘in mora’, for it is right in 
‘the sea-marsh; Rumney and St. Mellons lie on the higher ground 
where the Newport-Cardiff road skirts the ‘‘moor”’, Marshfield 
lower but not so liable to isolation as Peterston. Wentlloog is still 
a tongue of Gwent stuck out at Glamorgan, refusing to put a Welsh 
“‘w’’ in place of its English “‘oo’’, even though Rumney at its tip has 
been turned into a sort of suburb of Cardiff and the Ordnance 
Survey has put back its “Il’’. 

The second Welsh estate was on the other side of Cardiff, given at 
much the same time and under the patronage of Earl William, who 
asked Henry II to confirm it:! Osbert of Pennard gave his land of 
Pennard, including the pasture between Taf and Elay; John de 
Gogan (Cogan) added twenty acres of land and two of meadow 
there; Gilbert de Costentin, in exchange for a house in Bristol, 
handed over all his pasture between Taf and Elay “ intra fossatum 
et extra’. Fifty acres of this land between the rivers was sold in 
1266 to the Abbey of Margam for 45 marks of silver.? but this still 
left a sound little manor here. 

The trouble with these estates was that both human manners and 
natural forces tended to be more violent in the parts about Wales. 
In 1285 the sheriffs of Hereford and Gloucester, Peter de la Mare 
(Constable of Bristol Castle) and Roger de Rous were instructed to

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go to Cardiff and ‘“‘in full county” take a record of the reason why 
Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Gloucester and Hertford, Bogo de Clare 
and Robert le Neel had imprisoned the Abbot, and to release him. 
In 1292-3 Bogo and the Abbot ‘‘ad preces domini Regis” came to 
terms, the Abbot having to promise to pay Bogo 100 marks yearly 
for life in return for peaceable possession of the two churches of 
“Renum’’ and St. Melans and the chapel of Petresmore.? Evidently 
twenty years of the strong rule of Edward I left Wentlough still 
pretty rough; according to the Bishop of Worcester the Abbey was 
already £300 in debt by 1284 owing to Bogo having taken away 
“a church of {100” contrary to all justice? The de Clare coat of 
arms in our fourteenth-century glass represents the Earldom of 
Gloucester, not the family of Clare. 

As for nature, the low, flat, marshy land-on this side of Severn 
depended on its sea-wall for survival just as much as the Gloucester 
and Somerset shores: not only do our accounts record expenditure 
on the repair of a certain sea-wall, they also point out that ‘‘ante 
magnum diluvium aque”’ the tithes were worth £30 as compared 
with {22 Is..4d. in 1491-2; this may refer to the great floods 
which wrecked Buckingham’s revolt against Richard III in 1483. 

Troublesome though they might be, these estates were evidently 
worth attention; the Abbot did not spend 56s. 4d. “‘equitant’ 
vsque Walliam”’ in 1506-7 for the fun of the trip—he had been abbot 
for twenty-five years and such a journey, whatever route he took, 
cannot have been particularly comfortable. And no doubt his 
predecessor’s account for 1470, if we had it, would show that it was 
considered worthwhile to expend money at Rome to get the friendly 
Abbot of Keynsham appointed to settle the quarrel between the 
parishioners of Peterston and their neighbours of Rempney: an odd 
little affair to get as far as the Papal Court in the confused year that 
led up to the final slaughter of Barnet and Tewkesbury.4

APPENDIX A 
STOCK MENTIONED ON THE MANORS 


The last section of the 1491-2 Lygh account tells us what stock 
had been supplied to the Firmar as the basis of his lease and is due 
to be returned at its termination. It is a short list, almost the 
absolute minimum, except for 10 cows. Some of the similar lists 
for other manors, however, are longer, and it seemed worthwhile to 
summarise them in the table that follows. Unfortunately, Almonds- 
bury, clearly a stock farm, and Rouburgh, a sheep farm, provide 
_ no lists; none could be expected from the smaller estates where, 
even when there was a bailiff, his work was mainly that of a rent 
collector. 

Perhaps more illuminating than the actual entries are the headings 
remaining from the time when the manor was still in hand: thus 
“Equi” appears in the Lygh and Horefeld lists only, and it may be 
assumed that none would have been found in the other manors 
during the previous century or so; again, we should have had less 
confidence in pronouncing Fyfhyde to have been a dairy farm had 
we not had the list of ‘‘dead stock’”’ with its 16 gallon tubs and its 
two cheesevats. The valuations of the live stock should be treated 
with great caution; much must have depended on the particular 
situation at the time of the lease—some teams of oxen would be of 
odd beasts, of different ages and quality, and so on; allowance may 
even have been made for ease or otherwise of replacement.

This list combines the grants recorded in Poulet’s general accounts 
(e.g. 31-32 Hen. VIII (1539-40) bears the P.R.O. reference E323/2A) 
as paid out of the total proceeds of the surrendered estates with those 
recorded only in the manorial accounts. It ignores those grants 
which simply made a life appointment of a “‘bailiffewyke’’, which is 
a reasonable charge on a manor, so all here are in some sort extra- 
ordinary ; unfortunately, even when we have a summary of the origi- 
nal grant, we are seldom given any hint of the reason for its making. 

Arranging the grants in order of date has emphasised not only the 
large group dated 1538 but also the total absence of any dated 1539. 
The surrender took place on December gth, 1539, so it would seem 
that every grant made after 12 November, 1538, was automatically 
cancelled under the provision of the 1539 Act annulling leases and 
grants “within one year next before the dissolution”. But whether 
faked substitutes bearing earlier dates were introduced would not 
be easy to establish ; the affairs of St. Augustine’s do not seem to have 
provoked the sort of scandal with which Mr. Baskerville made such 
play,! though that may have been because they were better ‘‘man- 
aged’’. What needs to be checked is whether the grantees in this 
list (and the lessees of the principal estates) were connected with the 
local gentry (Sir Walter Denys is the only obvious member of this 
group) or with the friends and servants of Richard Poulet and his 
staff. |
